J the milk control commission's regu­ 
lation is not upheld, “the ultim ate 
result would Be a breakdown in the 
industry, such as led to the original 
enactm ent of the milk control laws 
in the state." 
On the other hand. Willis F. D an­ 
iels. counsel for 19 milk dealers op­ 
posing the regulation, argued th a t 


j the 1937 law' does not empower the 
commission to fix minimum prices 
on consigned milk. The dealer won 
a Dauphin county court decision to 
th a t effect, and the state appealed 
to the supiemc court. The D auphin 
court ruling said that dairies may 
enter into "consignment contracts” 
with farm ers to purchase their en ­ 
tire output without regard to the 
commission's minimum 
price 
re- 
, quirem ent. 
Purpose of Milk Law 
Coho told the high court: 


I 
"It would be contrary to the p ur­ 
pose of the milk control law' to hold 
that minimum prices may be pre- 
! scribed for milk sold but not for 
milk shipped on consignment. 
If such a distinction were allow­ 
ed to continue, tile result would be 
that the producers, unable to accept 
, any other terms, would all gradual­ 
ly be forced to sign contracts of as­ 
signm ent in order to obtain a m ar­ 
ket for their milk. Because all the 
dealers would be forced to resort to 
this form of contract to keep up 
with com petition.” 
Regarding Cohos contention that

shipping, Chief Justice W illiam I. 
Schaffer commented: 
"You'll have to go a long way to 
convince me you can do th a t.”

In Bahama Islands 


Miami Fla., Oct

(A P.—High 
ranking United States Army and 
Navy officers planned a visit today 
with the Duke of W indsor in Nas­ 
sau before setting out on an ex­ 
ploration trip to find suitable de­ 
fease bases on the outlying Baham a 
islands 
Traveling in military' planes, thev 
stopped in Miami on the way to six 
British possessions in the West In ­ 
dies where the United States will 
lease sufficient land 
to 
establish 
naval and air outposts. 
Their stay on New* Providence Is­ 
land, where the Duke 
makes his 
home as Governor of the Bahamas, 
was expected to be brief, because 
the tiny strip of land 
185 miles 
from the Florida m ainland provides 
scant and insufficient harborage for 
m ilitary bases. 
It w’as considered likely however 
th a t it would be strategically im ­ 
portant to establish bases at least 
one Baham an base in the vicinity of 
the crooked island passage, a great 
highway for ships in the West In ­ 
dies, Central and South American 
trade. 
The route is so brilliantly lighted 
by passing ships at night that the 
native call it "the Broadway of the 
high seas,” 
Tile crooked island group, com­ 
posed of Crooked and Ackling is­ 
lands and Long Cay, form a lagoon 
nearly 20 miles square that might 


lie used for a seaplane or am phib­ 
ian base. 
There are shelters for 
ships but no large harbors, 
Less th an IOO miles northward, 
also near Crooked Lsland passage, is

Salvador

Island)

but no harbor 
There is a .similar lake at Inagua

Bahamas with 1,600 .square miles.

Excess Profits Bill 
Goes to President 


W ashington. Oct. 2 
(AP)—Tile 
complex excess profits tax bill, voted 
after weeks of contention, reached 
President Roosevelt's desk today, but 
already congressional dissatisfaction 
with the measure was being voiced 
and there were bipartisan dem ands 
for a thorough overhauling of the 
entire national revenue structure.

000 defense appropriations bill as a 
m ajor obstacle to recess.

Philadelphia, Oct 2 ‘A P)—A new 
method of treating bums, which 
Dr. W alter E. Let1, of Pennsylvania 
hospital, declared would be of great 
value in wartim e, was described to 
the four-day annual convention of 
the Pennsylvania Medical society. 
The treatm ent, announced by Drs. 
Lee, J. Rossell Elkinton and W il­ 
liam A. Wolff, adapts the use of 
blood plasm a which m an be sepa­ 
rated from the liquid part of the 
blood and if necessary carried onto 
battlefields. 
Dr. Lee explained Tuesday that 
the plasm a is injected into

veins where it acts as a kind of 
.suction pump, drawing back into 
the vessels blood which has spread 
out into surrounding tissues

(By t he A ssociated P resa) 
The rock of G ibraltar, key to the 
western end of the M editerranean, 
was captured by the British in 1704 
during the war of the Spanish suc­ 
cession and has remained in their 
hands ever since 
In 1726 the 
Spaniards made a 
brief unsuccessful attem pt to regain 
the rock, and on July 6, 1779, began 
a fruitless siege which lasted for 
three years. 
Since the beginning of the cur­ 
rent war the British have greatly
